Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nakanishi et 
al. in view of Kamata, Tobioka and Uchida et al. 

Nakanishi et al. discloses a lens-fitted photo film unit having "a flash device", discharge 
tube Xe, and a "flash light control device", flash quench circuit Z. Nakanishi et al also discloses 
a "stop changing device" for changing the aperture stop. Nakanishi et al. differs from the 
claimed invention in that the aperture is changed manually and is not responsive to a measured 
brightness. 

Kamata, Uchida et al. and Tobioka teach providing a lens-fitted photo film unit with an 
automatic aperture stop changing means responsive to a measured brightness. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time of applicant's invention to provide such an 
automatic aperture changing device in the Nakanishi et al. camera. One would have been 
motivated to so modify Nakanishi et al. for the benefit of preventing an improperly exposed 
photograph due to the photographer forgetting, or not knowing how, to set the proper aperture. 

The specific values for aperture value, film speed, capacitance and shutter speed are 
taught by the applied references.
